The  court  is 
again  closed  and  balloting  is  start- 
ed by  each  member  of  the  court, 
secretly  suggesting  a sentence.  By 
this  time  you  are  again  on  your 
feet,  doing  your  stuff  until  the 
sentence  is  decided  upon  and 
court  is  opened. 

Tiie  final  closing  of  the  court 
ends  your  job  for  the  day  except 
for  the  burning  of  the  “allots  as 
directed.

Venereal  Diseases 
Are  Centuries  Old 

Venereal  disease  has  been  known  to  civilized 
man  for  no  less  than  five  thousand  years.  More 
than  any  other  disease,  gonorrhea  has  changed 
the  course  of  history,  blotted  out  Dnes  of  royalty, 
caused  many  innocent  to  suffer  and  has  produced 
generations  of  lame,  deaf  and  blind.  It  has  sparerf 
no  person,  kings  and  scullery  maids  alike  have 
been  infected,  and  even  today  it  does  not  re- 
gard social  barriers.  Venereal  disease  has  been 
with  us  since  the  dawn  of  history,  but  it  need 
not  necessarily  continue  with  us  for  it  can  be 
eradicated. 

Although  not  under  its  present  name,  the 
Egyptians  knew  of  gonorrhea  and  mentioned  it 
in  their  early  writings.  Moses  wrote  of  it  in 
Leviticus,  Hippocrates,  the  father  =of  medicine, 
spoke  of  it  as  "Strangury.”  It  was  Galen,  the 
great  medical  authority  of  the  second  century, 
who  gave  it  its  present  game.  • Gradually  it  be- 
gan to  be  recognized  that  this  disease  is  acquired 
largely  by  sexual  contact.  Probably  the  origin 
of  syphilis  wDl  never  be  universally  agreed  upon 
any  more  than  the  origin  of  man.  The  American 
origin  of  the  disease  has  many  advocates  as  has 
also  the  ancient  “Old  World  Theory.”  The  or- 
ganism causing  the  disease,  the  Spirochaetd  Pal- 
lida, is  an  international  traveler,  who  plays  no 
favorites. 

Syphilis  was  not  widespread  or  of  epidemic 
proportions  in  Europe  until  after  the  return  of 
Columbus  and  his  sailors  in  1942.  This  fact 
alone  is  singularly  significant.  Recently  many 
Indian,  Mexican  and  Peruvian  skulls  and  long 
bones  with  the  stigmate  of  syphilis,  have  been 
taken  from  graveyards  known  to  antedate  the 
Columbian  period. 

This  disease  is  supposed  to  have  been  brought 
to  Europe  by  infected  sailors,  with  Columbus, 
following  their  discovery  of  America.  The  cele- 
bration which , followed  Columbus,  return  lasted 
two  weeks,  and  in  that  time  the  disease  was 
pretty  well  started  among  the  inhabitants  of  Bar- 
celona, Spain. 

Columbus  returned  to  Portugal  on  March  4, 
1493.  He  had  six  Indians  and  a few  sailors  with 
him.  He  went  to  SeviUe,  Spain,  on  March  15, 
1493.  The  Spanish  sailors  are  supposed  to  have 
contacted  the  disease  in  Seville,  foUowing  their 
visit,  and  carried  it  to  the  women  of  Calabria 
and  Naples,  and  these  women  in  turn  presented, 
it  .to  the  French  invaders  of  Charles  VIII,  who 
carried  it  back  to  France  and  all  over  Europe. 

In  1495  the  disease  appeared  in  France,  Ger- 
many and  Switzerland,  in  1496  in  HoUand  and 
Greece,  in  1497  in  England  and  .Scotland,  and  in 
1499  in  Hungary  and  Russia. 

The  spread  of  the  disease  can  be  traced  in 
chronological  sequence  not  only  through  Europe, 
but  through  all  parts  of  the  world,  which  came 
in  contact  with  individuals. from  Europe, 

So  much  publicity  has  been  given  the  venereal 
diseases  in  the  past  few  years,  that  it  might  be 
of  interest  to  those  desiring  this  information  per-- 
taining  to  its  origin,  arid  the  way  it  has  spread 
throughout  the  world.

Last  week  we  spent  most  of  our 
mornings  riding  the  new  post 
buses.  By  "we”  I.  mean  my  small 
son  and  I,  and  a smattering  of 
non-commissioned  officers’,  wives. 
The  buses,  it  seemed  to  me  after 
a three-day  tour  of  the  post,  were 
driving  around  pretty  well  empty. 
We  passed  innumerable  cars 
headed  for  the  commissary  or  the 
grocery,  generally  with  one  or  at 
the  most  two  women  in  a car.  We 
passed  soldiers  walking  when  they 
could  have  been  riding,  still  un- 
certain  as  to  what  the  bfises  arc 
for.  Perhaps  they’ve  gotten  the 
idea  by  this  time  that  the  buses 
are  for  the  convenience  of  the  en- 
tire riding  public  of  Fort  Ben- 
ning, and  it  won’t  cost  them  a 
cent. 

Personally,  we  had  a very 
fine  time.  We  saved  gasoline, 
and  considerable  wear  and 
tear  on  the  tires.  We  had 
courteous  bus  drivers  who 
• were  willing  to  tell  us  where 
we  could  make  the  best  con- 
nections, and  a soldier  who 
was  very  helpful.  In  assisting 
a female  laden  with  bundles 
and  a small  boy  clutching  a 
half-consumed  bottle  of  soda. 

« • * 

!’m  still  a bit  dazed  as  to  ex- 
actly where  each  bus  goes,  but 
there’s  nothing  like  taking  a 
morning  off  to  find  out.  And  I dis- 
covered parts  of  the  main  post 
I’d  never  seen  before. 

The  buses  seem  to  catch  up  with 
each  other  at  the  commissary  and 
at  the  Exchange  Grocery.  We 
started  out  on  No.  4,  which  takes 
in  most  of  Austin  Loop,  Ingersoll 
Loop,  the  commissary,  post  office 
and  cafeteria,  the  loop  around  the 
Infantry  School,  and  back  to  Aus- 
tin Loop.  For  anyone  living  on 
Austin  Loop  it’s  a grand  way  to 
do  your  shopping  at  the  commis- 
sary, see  bit  of  the  post  and  get 
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home  in  a hurry.  If  you  want  to 
get  over  , to  the  grocery  you  get  ' 
off  at  the  commissary,  change  over 
to  No.  1 and  proceed. 

Chief  criticism  of  the  buses 
so  tar  seems  to  be  their  slow- 
ness. We  waited  at  the  com- 
missary  ofr  No.  1 and  again  at 
the  grocery.  Our  driver  on 
No.  4 was  very  proud  because 
we’d  had  to  wait  less  than  five 
minutes  for  him.  The  drivers 
are  all  colored  boys,  inci- 
dentally, proud  of  their  jobs, 
aware  of  their  routes,  eager  to 
give  information  about  trans- 
ferring. And  they’re  expert 
drivers.  The 'way  they  ma- 
i neuver  between  parked  cars 
arid  trucks  is  marvelous: 

One  thing  I learned  in  a hurry, 
however.  You  have  to  cut  down  on 
your  marketing  list,  or  you'll  - 
have  a hard  time  handling  -un- 
wieldy paper  sacks.  It ‘may  mean.' 
two  trips  instead  of  one,  and  a 
little  additional  time  in  consequ- 
ence. But  think . what  a saving  it 
is  on  your  gasoline  coupons. 

Another  thing  I learned  from 
ar  informative  driver.  Buses  don’t 
run  between,  noon  and  1 p.  m. 
That’s  the  lunch  hour  for  the  bus 
drivers.  ..So  don’t  forget  and  get 
stranded  someplace,  with  an  arm- 
i ful  of  groceries  and  no  way  to 
1 let  the,  family  know  where  you 
’ are. 

^ True,  the  buses  aren’t  as  con-  . 

venient  in  some,  ways  as  drivihg 
1 your  own  car.  But  in  England 
I there’s  been  no  gasoline  for  pri- 
1 vnte  cars  for  the  last  two  years.

Really  Fighting  For? 


This  Khaki'd  World 


Samuel  Adams,  backstage  father  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution,  thought  I ndependence  would 
bring  the  return  of  the  Puritan  virtues.  Hon- 
esty, unselfishness,  purity  of  motive  and  faith  in 
God,  he  knew,  were  the ‘necessary . basis  for  a 
working  democracy.  Instead  of  Puritan  virtues, 
however,  our  freedoiri  seemed  to  bring  the  re- 
turn of  primitive  vices.  We  plunged  into  an 
orgy  of  buying  frills  and  furbelows  from  Eng- 
land: Samuel  Adams  died  a disappointed  man. 

Something  very  like  this  happened  after  the 
last  war.  We  plunged  into  an  orgy  of  buying 
stocks  and  bonds— a decade  of  triviality  follow- 
ed by  coUapse.  Woodrow  Wilson  died  a disap- 
pointed man. 

WiU  the  same  thing  happen  again?  Already 
a great  department  store  advertises  that  we  are 
fighting  primarily  for  “a  steak  in  every  frying 
pan,”  hunks  and  hunks  of  butter,  oodles  of 
whipped  cream,  luxury  liners  with  champagne 
parties  and  the  right  “to  buy  30  pairs  of  shoes  a 
year.”  This  is  the  kind  of  prosperity  that  will 
make  us  proudr  the  kind  of  peace  that  wiD  make 
us  soft,  the  kind  of  happiness  that  wiD  make  us 
selfish.  Freedom  and  democracy  cannot  live  on 
such  foundations.  Peace  cannot  last. 

What  then  are  we  fighting  for?  How  about  the 
thing  our  founders  had  in  mind?  The  chance, 
not  to  sink  beyond  our  depths  in  indulgence, 
but  to  rise  to  our  full  stature  as  a nation.  If 
we  are  not  again  to  act  like  a band  of  liberated 
savages,  using  freedom  to  buy  beads  and  gee- 
gaws,  we  must  this  time  pay  the  real  price  of 
freedom — a mature  responsibility  in  the  use  of 
freedom. 

“My  outfit  will  supremely  disillusioned  if 
they  have  to  come  back  to  the  same  old  unclean 
atmosphere  of  greediness,”  wrote  e sergeant  from 
somewhere  in  Africa.  “The  important  thing  wiD 
be  the  attitude  of  the  people,  their  humbleness 
of  spirit,  their  friendDness  ...  all  this  will  make 
America  a grand  place  to  ^ime  back  to.”

Candidate  Abbe  A.  Vederoff,  of 
the  18th  Company,  Third  Student 
Training  Regiment  of  the  Infan- 
try School,  was  born  in  Russia. 
During  the  revolution  at  the  time 
0f  the  First  World  War,  his  home] 
town  was  virtually  destroyed  and1 
most  of  his  family  killed.  They 
moved  to  Japan,  and  as  Vederoff] 
explains  it,  under  very  friendly! 
and  favorable  conditions.  Hisi 
first  impression  of  that  country, 
viewing  the  famout  Mt.  Fujiyama 
from  a boat  docked  in  the  harbor  i 
of  Chimmiasu  early  in  the  morn- 
ing. is  one  of  lasting  memory. 

The  surrounding  country  rep- 
resented a fairyland  of  miniature 
buildings  and  regularly  cultivated 
fields  with  the  background  of 
smooth  ocean  water  and  salt  sea 
smell.  Under  these  conditions 
Vederoff  learned  to  know  the 
Japanese  as  a clean,  hospitable 
and  honest  people.  Howver,  after 
< getting  better  acquainted  t 
them,  he  learned  how  they  were 
made  into  a-  ruthless  machine  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the'  army 
lor  a few  years. 

Talking  of  the  present  conflict, 
Candidate  Vederoff  cited  that  the 
tactics  the  Japanese  used  on  Pearl 
Harbor  were  similar  to  those  used 
' during  the  campaign  of  1905  when 
• they  took  Port  Arthur  in  Siberia 
without  a formal  declaration  of

After  finishing  his  conferences 
and  practical  work  with  The  In- 
fantry School’s  committee  on  the 
bayonet,  Vederoff  is  convinced 
that  with  our  aggressive  style  we 
rapidly  turn  professional  and  are 
able  to  manipulate  and  out-fight 
the  Japanese  at  anything  they  at- 
tempt to  do.

Though  the  33ra  Armored  En- 
gineers of  Maj.-Gen.  Lindsay  Mc- 
Donald Silvester’s  “Lucky  Sev- 
enth” might  well  adopt  as  their  j 
slogan  “Build  and  Destroy,”  they 
are  also  known  throughout  the . 
division  as  one  of  the  best-trained] 
combat  units  in  that  organization.' 

Thoroughly  trained  in  such  sub- 
jects as  mine  laying,  booby  trap 
setting  and  bridge-building,  these 
engineers  are  as  proficient  as  any 
infantryman  in  ground  fighting 
tactics. 

Infantry  training  is  practically 
a “must”  for  them,  because  they] 
are  used  as  combat  troops  as  much 
as  they  are  as  engineers.  When'  an 
advance  is  made  it  is  the  engi- 
JKneers  who  move  ahead  with  the 
r reconnaissance  to  prepare  for  the 
movement,  of  a division  behind 
them.  While  building  roads  and 
bridges  they  are  supported  by  the 
infantry,  by  whom  they  fight. 

Sometimes  armored  engineers 
are' called  upon  to' act  as  their  own 
reconnaissance  and  support  while 
keeping  the  road  ahead  open  for 
the  division. 

Thus  in  the  33rd  Armored  En- 
gineer  Battalion  the  men  aren’t 
taught  anything  too  technical  be- 
cause their  work  principally  re- 
quires a good  eye,  a steady  hand,

to  impose  on  the  British.  And  the 
British,  anxious-  to  repay  the 
Americans  for  th.e  kindnesses 
ishown  the  many  children  evacu- 
ated to  America  and  to  welcome 
the  Amei-icans  as  their  new . al- 
lies, were  disappointed  at  the  reti- 
cence of  the  Yanks.  This  'was 
gradually  overcome  and  a fine 
feeling  of  friendship  Was  de- 
veloped. 

YANKS  BASHFUL 

However,  General  Eisenhower, 
who  commanded  the  American 
troops  in  England  at  that  time, 
ordei’ed  each*  to  take  his  own  ra- 
tions whenever  he  was  invite%d 
into  a private  home.  Refei-ring 
to  the  early  reticence  of  the  Amer- 
icans, Mr.  Tree  reported  that  on 
one  occasion,  10,000  invitations 
were  sent  out  for  visits  to  private 
homes  and  there  were  only  two  re- 
sponses. < 

He  cited  as  another  instance  of 
the  warm  relationships  now  ex- 
isting, the  Christmas  party  staged 
by  one  American  Brigade  which 
had  been  shipped  from  one  com- 
munity to  another.  Remembering 
their  many  friends  in  the  first 
community,  this  Brigade  returned 
at  Christmas  time,  set  up  a Christ- 
mas tree  and  loaded  it  with  gifts 
for  the  English  children. 

Mr.  Tree  was  warm,  in  his 


praise  of  the  American  Negro 
troops.  He  said  they  were  well 
behaved  and  good  soldiers. 

Mi-.  Tree,  a flier  in  World  War 
I,  has  been  a member  of  Parli- 
ament for  10  years.  He  was  great- 
ly impressed  by  the  enormity  of 
| The  Infantry  School. 

‘It’s  easily  understandable  now 
why  the  American  soldiers  come- 
over  so  well  trained,”  he  com- 
mented. “We  don’t  have  the  room 
our  little  island  for  a school 
such  as  this.  I can  say  only  that 
its  enormity  is  amazing  and  the 
instruction  is  excellent.” 
BALDWIN  HERE 

Congressman  Baldwin  took  the 
occasion  to  state  that  he  would 
oppose  any  amendment  that  would 
prevent  the  induction  of  fathers 
and  that  he  would  also  oppose 
increased  allotments  to  soldiers 
with  children  until  the  treasury 
department  had  means  of  obtain- 
ing the  necessity  revenue  for  such 
allotments.
